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ABSTRACT 

The fourteen Title II reading projects described in 
this report use resources ranging from reading readiness materials 
for first- and second-grade pupils identified as potential reading 
failures, to nineteenth century newspapers on microfilm in secondary 
social studies. General descriptions of tecu Iques for using the 
materials in the reading projects described are provided in this 
report. The objective, a brief description, the number of pupils 
served, the amount of funds granted, an evaluation, and the name and 
address of the director are included for each program. (TO) 
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This is one of five reports describing notable 
reading projects (funded under title II of the Ele* 
mentary and Secondary Education Act) to be pub- 
lished in 1971. Their purpose is to disseminate 
information on title ITs contribution to reading 
development and describe good practices that can be 
emtilDtod or adapted for use in other schools. School 
library resources, textbooks, and other instructional 
materials purchased under title II are used inreadirni 
projects of many different kinds in public and private 
elementary and secondary schools. 

Information describing these projects was supplied 
by ESEA title II coordinators and media supervisors 
in the State departments of education of California, 
Delaware, Illinois. Nebraska, New York, Ohio, and 
Oklahoma. 

The projects described in this first report use 
re<iources ranging from reading readiness materials for 
first and second grade pupils, identified as potential 
reading failures, to 19th century newspapers on 
microfilm in secondary school social studies. Future 
reports will describe additional reading projects.
